One Year; Released June 1942

Brea<l, made largely of sawdust, 
enffee made of coasted grain and a 
small spoonful af sour cbeese, seems 
like a pretty■-unpalatable diet, even 
to us who are rationed on a number 
of commodities which we consider es¬ 
sential. However; such was the fare 
three times a day, of Mrs. E. V. Steele 
and ""twenty-seven other British \yo- 
men and children who were interned 
in a German prisijn camp during 1941 

In a highly interesting address .giv¬ 
en by ^lrs. Steele, a former Vulcan 
girl, in the United Church here on 
Thursday, she related her experiences 
and those of her husband from the 
time they left New York in April, 1941 
until she returned fourteen months 
later. 

"Mrs. Steele; the former yida. Mc¬ 
Donald, and her husband, Rev. Els- 
worth V. Steele had volunteered for 
missionary service to the Belgian 
Conga. They obtained bookings on 
the Egyptian ship Zam-Zam, and 
when five days out of Cape Town, 
their ship was attacked by a German 
destioyer. Although the shelling was 
kept -up continuously for ten minutes 
all passengers were, able to get into 
lifeboats or life preservers. They 
weie shdftly picked up from the 
shark-infested waters by a raider 
cruising in the vicinity and the next 
day transferred to a German merch¬ 
ant freighter. This ship had rtortnal 
accommodation for thirty passengers 
but there were 325 aboard when all 
prisoners had been taken on. Living 
conditions were unbelievable said 
Mrs. Steele. Rations consisted almost 
entirely of a thin rice soup and sani¬ 
tary conditions couldn’t be described. 
The trip took them north alo.ng Por¬ 
tuguese West Africa and the Canary 
Islands. After several days of in¬ 
terrupted journey they sighted the 
coast of Spain, and finally dropped 
anchor in German-occupied France. 

At first the women prisoners har¬ 
boured the hope that they would be 
reie sed along with the American 
prisoners. (This was, of course, be¬ 
fore America entered the war) hut 
they soon learned their mistake. 
V. hi-n both the men and- women pris¬ 
oners resumed their trip they were 
kept for a week in a’refugee camp. 
At the end of that time they were tak¬ 
en by train to Northern Germany. 
V, hile on this journey six women were 
given one loaf of course brown 
bread, one can of strong meat and 
water. This was the entire ration for 
a day. Later, they learned the men 
had not fared so well, being deprived 
almost entirely of water. On June 
5th they arrived in a small town, 
where they were kept for about a 
week. It Was here that Mrs. Steele 
said she was positive the bread was 
made almost entirely of sawdust. 
There was no. variation whatever in 
the different meals, nor never suffic¬ 
ient. Later in the month they were 
taken to a camp in Southern Ger¬ 
many. Here there were between 300 
and 350 women and children interned. 
After three months they wers told 
they could go to Berlin where ar¬ 
rangements would -be made for 
them through the American Embassy 
to r. turn home. This was supposedly 
because German women and children 
were not being' held prisoners in Can¬ 
ada. On arriving in the German 
capital they soon learned the falsity 
of this promise as they had to have 
exit permits to leave the country. 
However, they were permitted to live, 
as civilians in Berlin and through an 
arrangement with the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment, they were advanced 150 
marks a month by the American Em¬ 
bassy. They were also given ration 
cards similar to those issued the Ger¬ 
man people. Prices of goods avail¬ 
able were not exhorbitant bqt so many 
oi the essentials of life simply did not 
exist in the market places, or if thov 
did were so limited after standing in 
l'ne for hours one would be turned 
away empty-handed, when the day’s 
allotment had been sold. The speaker 
exp essed the belief ,that prisoners 
rauld not have existed had thy r.ot 
received Red Cross parcels of food. 
“No one can imagine the feeling we 
had when we opened those parcels of 
good Canadian food,” said Mrs. 
Steele. Coffee and tea were never 
seen in the stores, but tea sold on the 
“black market” for 90" marks or the 
equivalent of $36 per pound. ' 

While the women prisoners had 
hoi-n living In Berlin as civilians tire 
men had not fared so well. They were 
hold in a military camp where over- 
c-ow ding to a degree that caused men 
tal and physical illness existed. Un¬ 
dernourishment added greatly to the 
hardships of the prisoners. A signi¬ 
ficant point brought out was .the dif¬ 
ference in ration allotments for pris- 
or.e-s of different nationalities. One 
loaf of bread had to do 3 Canadians a 
day; 5 Frenchmen; 7 Poles or 9 Rus¬ 
sians. Finally in March 1942 the men

The bride entered the church to the 
strains of LoKengrins Wedding March 
gowned in a two-piece suit of powder 
blue silk yrepe. With it she wore a 
matching blue felt hat with a veil 
und brown accessories. She carried a" 
nosegay of tiny pink rosebuds, lily-of- 
the-valley, and white snapdragons 
and sw bet peas. Her only ornament 
was a gold bracelet set with amy- 
tliest, which been worn by her 
grandmother at her wedding. > 
As matron-of-honor, Mrs. James K. 
Koeller, sister-in-law of the groom, 
was the only attendant. Her costume 
was an aqua colored two-piece suit 
with which she w r ore navy accessories 
and a corsage of white gardenias and 
pink roses. 

Mr. James E. Koeller, the groom’s 
brother, was best man. ' 

During the ceremony,- Mrs. Neel 
played “To a Wild Rase” by Macdow- 
al. Mendelssohns Wedding March 
was vised as the recessional. 

Both bride and groom received 
their education *n Vulcan. Mrs. Koel¬ 
ler was employed with the North 
Western Bell Telephone Co. in North- 
field, Minn., previous to her marriage. 
She was a resident of Vulcan until 
movjng with her family to. Nopthfi^ld, 
a year and a half ago.

This sum¬ 
mer Calgarians will pay winter pri¬ 
ces.

Danes fare slightly 
better. Industrial workers get larger 
rations because materials must be 
produced. 

There is no rationing in .Greece be¬ 
cause. there is not enough food to ru? 
"tion.’ The Red Cross carries 3300 tons 
of food into Greece in addition t » the 
monthly contribution from Canada of 
li>,000 tons a month; but nothing ex¬ 
cept bread is rationed.-Bread ration in 
Greece was 2 oz. a. person per day be¬ 
fore the w'heat be^an to come in’. Now 
it is slightly better. Except for Red 
Cross shipments there is no meat, 
butter", fats or milk, available in 
Greece, and green vegetables are ob¬ 
tainable only in certain localities and 
periodically. 

Meat is_a rarity in Norway..In 

Belgium and Franca it is about 6 oz. 
a week. In Czecho-Slovakia the 
heavy worker gets 10% oz. weekly, in 
the Netherlands meat is rationed to 
4 Vi oz. 

Other fats are used mainly in place 
of butter. The ration for all fats in 
Belgium is 8% ounces, in the Nether¬ 
lands 6%’oz.; in France 2V4 oz. 

The milk situation is similarly criti¬ 
cal, but in Norway the ration of 
skimmed milk is 27 oz. a week for ad¬ 
ults. Norway also has a fairly high 
ration for grains and cereals. 

There are substitute coffee mix¬ 
tures used that give most occupied 
countries from 2 to 3 oz. a week. 
France gets only 1 Vi ounces. Sugar 
rations range from 4 Vi oz. in France 
weekly to 10% oz. in Denmark.

WHEAT ACREAGE 
REDUCTION 


Farmers of the Prairie Provinces, including the Peace River and 
Creston areas of British Columbia, who desire to divert wheat acre¬ 
age to the production of any other crops or to summerl allow in 1943, 
may claim payment for doing so. 


Payment of $2.00 may be made for each acre 
by which the wheat needed on any farm in 
1943 is- below that seeded on such farm in 
1940. If there was not wheat on a farm in 
1940 but there*».as wheat in 1939, the 1939 
acreages may lie used instead of those of 
1940. Any crops or summerfallow may be 
substituted for wheat, but payment will not 
be made on abandoned lands. 


Wheat Acreage 
Reduction in 1943 


Payment on any farm is limited to an acreage not greater than 80’* 
of the total cultivated acreage of such farm. 


To obtain payment fanners must make a 
sworn statement of claim immediately seed¬ 
ing is completed. They should plan to do so 
NOT LATER THAN JUNE 30th. 


Any farmer who did not apply for Wheat Acreage Reduction pay¬ 
ment in either 1941 or 1942 and intends to do so in 1943 must notify 
his municipality of his intention before May 31, and then make his 
claim after seeding... 

Forms are available in the offices of the municipalities or direct 
from offices of t he Wheat Acreage Reduction Administration in 
Winnipeg, Regina and Edmonton. 


Statements of claim may l)flLSubmitted to Municipal Offices or to 
Offices especially arranged to receive tfiem in localities not served 
by municipalities. Delay in making claims should l>e avoided; they 
may be filed immediately seeding is completed.
